While promenading along the 
board walk. snuffing the ocean breeze, the old 
gentleman, who bears up well under the weight of 
eighty-five winters, was accosted by a young man 
with a waxed miustache and checked suit, who ad- 
dressed him familiarly as Mr. Fields, 
and referred to his business in Phila- 
delphia, and also the affairs of the 
Pennsylvania National Bank, where he said he was 
aclerk. Mr. Fields, who is agent for Clark's spool 
cotton and does business at No. #42 Market street, 
Philadelphia. has been a depositor in the above 
mentioned bank for over fifty years. The young 


man said that he had just returned from Europe, 
where he had purcnaseda number of pictures, and 
which he would be pleased to show Mr. Fields and 
have bim express an opfhion on them.

Jerrzenson Crry, August 20.—The Post-Dispatros 
special commissioner called on the Railroad Com- 
missioners this morning and spent nearly three 
hours discussing with them the railroad situation 
and the unjust discriminations being made against 
St. Louis by the railroad companies, The Com- 
missioners were inclined to resent any reflection 
upon their actions in the past or their non-action at 
present. 

“The Post-Dispatcn,” said Mr. Pratt, chairman 
of the Board, “does not take into consideration 
what we have done. We have ordered a great 
many revuctions, and only recently we ordered an 
important reduction to gu into effect September 1. 
Our reductions in the past have not Mwayn been 
observed, but what respect has beep hem he 

> the 


| resulted tu the saving of millions of 


people of the State, We are advised by the Attor- 
ney-General, however, that we have no power to 
bring action against a railroad company to enforce, 
our orders. The remedy there lies with the 
aggrieved party. Now, we have not inthe past 
advised merchants through the country to bring 
sult against the railroads, because the amount 
involved in an individual case ia small and the rail- 
roads could in retaliation work great injuries or 
inconveniences to the party who should bring suit 
But let the merchants of St. Louis get together and 
take combined action and we will make for them 
any and every reduction they ask. so long as it is 
equitable. Here isthe reduction we have ordered, 
in effect September 1, on soft coal, sand, brick, iron 


ore, etc. Now, 
THE RATE ON IRON ORE 


is of great importance to St. Louis, It is the rail 
road rates made in favor of other cities and against 
St. Louis, on ore and other product,that are injuring 
St. Louis as a manufacturing center. St. Louis has 
cheap bread and meat, coal and ore are all about 
her: in fact she is as well situated as any city on the 
continent to be a manufacturing center. Yet rates 
of freight are choking her manufacturing interests 
slowly off. 

Every one of the articles in this new tariff is 
entitled to transportation at the lowest rate of 
freight; yet there are articles of twenty times the 
value that are being hauled for even less than the 
rates we have here prescribed. Now let the mer- 
chants of St. Louis see that these rates are enforced, 
and we will make for them any reduction they may 
ask that appears equitable to us. These rates are 
made on the principle laid down by us that a cer- 
tain terminal charge should be allowed and the 
rate then fixed according to mileage. The rate we 
have fixed on these goods is 55 cents for the first 
ten miles and 65 cents for every ten miles there- 
after. I have made a study of this thing for ten 
years, and I have finally come to the conclusion 
that the mileage rate is the only solution of the 
difficulty. At present competition at certain points 
brings rates down below the average or evea below 


filing complaint against the railroad companies,

and there was no provision for the payment of such 
costs inthe appropriation for the maintenance of 
the Board. However, it was the privilege of any 
good citizen to lay before any attorney for the State 
information tending to prove a certain individual 
or corporation guilty of an offense against the laws 
of the State; and ifthe State's officer thought the 
joformation warranted the action it was his duty to 
see that the offender was prosecuted in the name of 
the State. Now, if any good citizen had the right 
to lay this information before the State's attorney 
the Railroad Commissioners, either privately or in 
their official capacity, certainly had that right, and 
the fact that a railroad company was the offender 
made it not only their right, but their duty, to sup- 


ply ti information and to see, as far as in them 
“yr. that the guilty party was brought to 
juste. The existence of a printed tariff 
containing illegal rates would seem tobe proof 
that the agent of the company had been guilty of 
“charging or attempting to charge” 4 greater sum 
than provided for in the statutes, and the presen- 
tation of that tariff to the State's officer should 
warrant him in investigating the matter. 
The Commissioners examined their collection of 
tariffs and found that 
THE OFFENSIVE AND ILLEGAL T ARIFF 
of the ‘Frisco and Gulf Roads was among them. 
They acknowledged that there was a great deal in 
what the Post-Dispatog had said, and said that the 
Board would take the matter under a dvisement. It 
is hardly probable that they will arriveat any de- 
cision in the matter for some time, as Mr. Pratt 
goes North to attend the Water-Ways Convention, 
and Mr. Harding is going East in a few days on 
official business. Meantime the Merchants and 
Manufacturers’ Association, th e members of which 
are decidedly interested in bu siness to Southwest 
Missouri, might show the rail roads that they are 
awake by seeing that the ‘Frisco and the Gulf 
Roads are fined a few thousand dollars. Then they 
will have the assurance that even should the Rail- 
road Commissioners fail to protect their interests, 
the railroads will be aware of the fact that they 
are able to take care of themselves. The Post 
Dispatca will help them stir up the lions, and will

RAILWAY ARGUMENTS. 

The only answer made by the railroads to the 
damaging array of facts presented by the 
Post-Disratoa in the matter of freight rates 
has thus far been a judicious silence. 

That silence, however, has been broken at 
last by a railroad organ, the St. Louis Railway 
Register. In its last issue it presents the side 
of the railway companies in two articles. One 
article headed, “Alleged Discrimination,” is as 
follows: 

A great ado is being made in the columns of one 
of our daily papers over cases of alleged discrimi- 
nation against this city. 

In fact. our railways have been more than will- 
ing to do what is fatr and right. But it is no part 
of the duty of any railway company to change its 
tariffs whenever a reduction is made in the rate 
from some other and more distant place to some 
point on its line, so that the merchants of any city 
may beable to better hold the trade with such 
point. 

It is the duty of the merchants and business men 
of a town to bealert and watchful of their own in- 
terests and not to suppose thatthe railways can do 
this work for them. No railway company ought to 
discriminate in any way either for or against any 


place. | 
It seems that the merchants, and this newspaper 


in question, are perfectiy willing that the railways 
shou'd discriminate in favor of this city, out think 
it wicked io them to let matters take theif course 
and accept the regular prices of transportation. 

The other one, headed, “Freight Rates,” is 
equally interesting. It says: 

The question of freight rates is one of the most 
complicated and perplexing that any railway com- 
pany is called upon to deal with. 

If the line was located entirely where there were 
no other transportation companies and no compe- 
tition, it would be an easy matter to establish and 
maintaina just tariff. But where there are so 
many forms of competition, which affect nearly 
every point on the road, it is well nigh impossible to 
keep a tar f in force fora single week. Then the 
competition of water routes, which have no road to 
to keep in repair or fixed charges of any kind to 
earn, comes in and creates a new complication. 

Take for instance a rate from New York to Fort 
Smith, Ark., and it is fized taking into considera- 
tion the rates to Chicago and New Orleans. between 
both of which places are water carriers, and also 
the rates from the two cities named to the point of 
ultimate destination. The peopie of St. Louis de- 
mand that the rate between that place and Port 
Smith be made proportienately lower because of 
the shorter distance, not considering the factor of 
competition. This cannot be done without such 
demoralization and reductions as will bring abso- 
lute ruin upon all the roads. 

We commend these arguments to the careful 


perusal of our intelligent readers. 


Tux St. Louis Railway Register of the 20th 
ventures upon a reference to “alleged dis- 
crimination against this city,” in which it con- 
tends that our railways have been more than 
willing to do what is fair and right,” but. 
suggests that the merchants and this news- 
paper in question are perfectly willing that the 
railways should discriminate in favor of this 
city.” There is absolutely no ground for the 
charge or insinuation that the merchants of 
St. Louis are less willing than the railway 
managers to “do what is fair and right.” In 
order to relieve the railways of blame for the 
discrimination against St. Louis, the Registér 
lays down the doctrine that the merchants and 
business men of a town must “be alert and 
watchful of their own interests, and not sup- 
pose that the railwayscan do this work for 
them.” If the railways are under no obligation 
to protect St. Louis or any other town from in- 
jurious discriminations, much less is St. Louis 
under obligation to stand guard over the inter- 
ests of other towns, and the mere fact that she 
is asking what is right and fair for herself 
should not bring upon her the gratuitous 
charge that she is in any degree responsible for 
the wrongs that the railways may do to other 


towns.

The foilowmg telegram from New York, which, 
if the information contained in it be true, will com- 
pletely change the present aspect of the trouble 
between the President and the cattle men in the 
Cheyenne and Arapahoe reservation, was received 
this morning: 

New York, August 81.—A Long Branch special to 
the Herald says: The Herald published recently 
a telegram announcing that Gen. Benjamin F. 
Butler had paid a visit to Black Island, about which 
there was more or less mystery. Among the guests 
in Hildreth's West Ead Hotel last evening was Col. 
George B. Corkhill, formerly District Attorney of 
the District of Columbia. Colonel Corkhill isa 
son-in-law of Judge Miller, probably the highest 
authority on constitutional law now on the bench of 
the United States Supreme Court, and as Gen, 
Butler's call was on Judge Miller, who passed the 
summer at Black Island, and, as Col. Corkhill was 
present at the Black Island interview, your corre- 
spondent asked him to explain the object of Butler's 
call on Justice Miller, and Col. Corkhill said: 
“There was no polifical significance in his coming, 
but a great deal of business, which will, in 
the not remote future, make matters 
Uvel in the White House and else 

I don't think there is any secrecy con- 
cerning, nor any attempt made to conceal the real 
object. The real cause of the visit was the order of 
President Cleveland, directing the owners of cattle 
in the Indian lands in the West to vacate their graz- 
ing grounds. General Butler is, himself, one of tne 
proprietors of a large rauch, and his clients and 
personal friends represent many millions of dollars 
of capital thus investel. The order is, therefore, 
of very great, consequence and importance to them, 
and he was preparing to sue the President of the 
United States, and the object of his visit was to ask 
a preliminary order restraining the execution of 
the proclamation of the President until tae ques- 
tious involved could be determined by the courts 
General Butier’s object wasto present the matter 
to Judge Miller, Judge Blachford being absen: from 
his circut and not easy of access. General Butler, 
as I have said, represents many millions of dollars 
invested by his clients and presented very cogent 
reasons for some order that would protect chem.
